THE PROCESS 


The first step in the steriliza- 


tion process is to uncap the honey 
combs and extract the honey. Re- 
move the wax cappings so that the 
solution can sterilize the interior 
of the cell.

ture use as bee feed during the 
heavy breeding period 
in the 


spring.

crops, will mean a serious short- 
age in the county. Ridge asserted, 
and will cause a jump in price* of 
practically all crops.

up to Four "Years 


STOCKHOLM — (By Associ- 


ated 
Press)—Requests 
from 


Russia for long credit in Sweden, 
In some case* for periods of three 
to four yean; alow business pro- 
cedure and severe maintenance 
of the Soviet foreign trade mo- 
nopoly, combined with almost in- 
surmountable difficulties In the 
way of private Russian enter' 
prise, are some of the things en- 
countered by Swedish exporters 
dealing with Russia under the 
new trade agreement between 
the two countries, according to 
a statement given out by the 
Swedish General Export Associ- 
ation. 


Since the exchange of ratifica- 


tions of the treaty May 1 the 
deals closed have totalled not 
more than about $500,000, in- 
volving purchases of such Swed- 
ish products as paper, pulp, cream 
separators, steel plates, and ag- 
ricultural toachinery.
